4. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the cur- 
rent year maintenance and operation expenses, and 
that the Selectmen be authorized to issue notes there- 
of, which notes are to be paid out of tax receipts of 
the current year as provided by the provisions of Acts 
of 1953, Chapter 258, and any amendments thereof. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount on 
taxes paid in full up to fifteen days after the issue 
of the tax bills by the Collector.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the Control of White Pine 
Blister Rust.

To see if the Town will vote to replace the street lights 
through the village with modern fixtures of greater 
illumination and to replace the bulbs on Holland Street 
with ones giving more light. 


To see if the Town will vote to have a street light 
placed at the foot of Sheridan Road. (By request.) 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Robert’s Rules 
of Order as a basis for the conduct of all town meetings, 
both regular and special. (By request.) 


To see if the Town will vote to raise the wages of 
men working on town roads and highways to $1.50 per 
hour for regular labor and to $1.75 per hour for Road 
Agents. (By request.) 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of 2,000.00 to purchase lakefront land owned 
by Ralph & Hazel Dale at Lee’s Mills, as shown on plan 
drawn by Francis Hambrook, Surveyor. 
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16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00 for the purpose of building pub- 
lic docks at the Lee’s Mills area. The Selectmen to be 
empowered to make arrangements to remove old docks 
and buildings and other work that may be necessary 
to create such public docking. In order to provide such 
funds, to raise $2,000.00 by taxation in the current 
year and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow the

Report of Librarian 


The year 1961 has seen several operating improvements, 
the most important being new fluorescent lights in the book- 
stacks and much needed shelving. 


The branch library at the Central School is becoming 
a more important factor each year in supplying recreational 
reading and additional reference material as well. The School 
has been fortunate this year in having The American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science Traveling Science 
Library which has added very fine additional material for 
all age groups. The Library is in operation every Wednesday 
morning with Isabelle Behr, Hazel Dale and Margaret Lam- 
prey loaning out at least two hundred books each week, and 
parents and friends are invited to visit any Wednesday 
morning. 


Two memorial books have been added to the Memorial 
Shelf. The Romance of Firefighting was given in memory 
of John Randall by the Moultonboro Fire Department, and 
The Land and the Promise was given in memory of Mrs. 
Darrell Avery by the Moultonboro Society of Christian 
Service. If anyone would care to donate books as memorials, 
they will be greatly appreciated. 


The citizens of Moultonboro can well be proud of their 
library ; it compares favorably with other libraries of its size. 
The per capita circulation of books is 18.1 per person, which 
places Moultonboro fifth in the entire state and the town 
pays $4.14 per capita for library support which is a very 
good average. 


The librarian and the trustees are increasingly aware 
of the need of having books available which both elementary 
and high school students can use in their studies and many 
volumes have been added and plans are made to purchase 
even more in the near future. Also this past year, several 
summer and local residents have presented the library with 
some fine volumes. 


You are invited to make the Moultonboro Public Library 
your center for securing information on any desired subject 
as well as recreational reading. The State Library is a source 
for securing material on innumerable subjects for anyone 
needing further information. Residency is not a requirement 
for borrowing books.

AN APPEAL FROM YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


In these days of constantly rising taxes and wages, any 
unnecessary expense is an added burden on everyone’s pocket- 
book—yours and mine. Forest fires cost money and damage 
our valuable woodlands. Lightning sets some forest fires, 
but we have no control of lightning. Children may cause fires. 
Ninty-eight percent of our forest fires result from human 
carelessness—our carelessness. This, we—you and I can do 
something about. 


When we require you to obtain a permit for out-of-doors 
burning or forbid you to burn on days of high fire danger 
or set up regulations—hours, etc., governing the use of the 
town dump we are simply protecting yours and the town’s 
interests. 


The ever present threat of forest fires is the concern 
of all of us; the responsibility for preventing them is ours 
and the costs of extinguishing are ours. We can do something 
about this problem, by being aware and alert to the danger 
and by cooperating with your warden. 


Do the things that are required of you: 
1. Follow the warden’s directions. 
2. Secure the required burning permit. 
3. Keep your fires under control. 


4. Completely extinguish your fires before leaving 
them. 


5. See that your children are properly cautioned.

To the inhabitants of the School District in the Town 
of Moultonboro, qualified to vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Central School 
in said district on the 12th day of March 1962, at five o’clock 
in the afternoon, to act upon the articles set forth in this 
warrant. 


(Article 1 of this warrant covering the election of 
Moderator, Clerk, Treasurer, Auditors and member of the 
School Board will be acted upon at 5:00 P.M. and voting 
will be by official ballot and check list. The polls will remain 
open for this purpose from 5:00 P.M. until 9:00 P.M. At 
8:00 P.M. the remaining articles will be acted upon). 


1. To choose by ballot a Moderator, a Clerk, a Treasurer 
and two Auditors to serve one year, and one member 
of the School Board to serve a term of three years. 


2. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Attendance Officer, and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agents of the District. 


3. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. To see if the District will authorize the School Board 
to enter into a yearly contract with Inter-Lakes 
School District in accordance with Chapter 194, Sec- 
tion 22, New Hampshire School Laws. 


5. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed forty-five hundred dollars ($4,- 
500) for the construction of a classroom, by enclosing 
a part of the porch of the Moultonboro Central School, 
including cost of architect’s fee, and in order to pro- 
vide such funds, to authorize the School Board to 
borrow the amount voted and to issue serial notes, in 
the name and on the credit of the District, and to fix 
the time and place of payment, the rate of interest, 
terms, maturities, and provide for the sale thereof, 
all in accordance with New Hampshire Revised Sta- 
tutes, Annotated Chapter 33 as amended. (Requires. 
two-thirds vote by ballot). 


6. To see what sum of money the District will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of School District officials and agents, and for the 
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payment of statutory obligations of the District, and 
to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the State Foundation Aid Fund together with 
other income; the School Board to certify to the select- 
men the balance between the estimated revenue and 
the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by tax- 
es by the Town. 


7. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate, in addition to the original appropriation for 1961- 
62, a sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) to be 
made available to the School District prior to July 1, 
1962, in order to meet obligations due to unanticipated 
additional tuition pupils.

Minutes of 1961 District Meeting 


MOULTONBORO, NEW HAMPSHIRE 
March 18, 1961 


The School District Meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Clyde B. Foss, on Tuesday March 13, 1961 at five 
o’clock in the afternoon at the Moultonboro Central School 
Auditorium. 


1. The Moderator read the warrant and the voting 
by ballot for the election of School District Officers began 
with the polls to remain open until 10:00 P. M. The business 
meeting was called to order at 8:00 P. M. 


2. It was voted in the affirmative to approve the sal- 
aries of the School Board, Truant Officers, and all other Of- 
ficers and Agents of the District as printed on the budget 
in the town report. 


3. It was voted to accept the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents and Committees as printed in the annual School Re- 
port. 


4. On motion of Gordon Foss it was voted in the af- 
firmative that the District enter into a yearly contract with 
Inter-Lakes School District, in accordance with Chapter 194, 
Section 22, New Hampshire School Laws. 


5. Walter Mitchell made the motion which was sec- 
onded and voted in the affirmative that “the District raise 
and appropriate the sum of $100,908.77 for the support of 
schools, for the salaries of school district officials and agents, 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropriation of 
such sums as are estimated to be received from the State 
Foundation Aid Fund, together with other income; the School 
Board to certify to the selectmen the balance between the 
estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is 
to be raised by taxes of the town. 


6. The motion made by Gilbert Wiggins that “the Dis- 
trict vote to authorize to make application for and to ac- 
cept, on behalf of the District, any or all grants or offers for 
educational purposes which now or hereafter may be forth- 
coming from the State of New Hampshire and/or United 
States’, was voted in the affirmative. 
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7. Under Article 7, regarding the choosing of Agents 
and Committees, there was a great deal of discussion as to 
the advisability of having the School District books audited 
by the State Tax Commission and the following motion was 
made by William Visser, School Board Member: “In view 
of the fact that no individuals filed for the position of Au- 
ditors, I move that the District authorize to have the Muni- 
cipal Accounting Division of the State Tax Commission au- 
dit the General Fund, the Treasurer, and the School Lunch 
Accounts.” Ref: Chap. 19, Sec. 14. Stewart Lamprey ad- 
vised that this article had not been on the warrant and 
stated that he did not see the need for auditors other than 
those elected, or appointed, by our own district. The vote 
was in the negative. It was then voted in the affirmative 
that the District choose Agents and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in the School Warrant. 


8. It was voted in the affirmative to shorten the length 
of time that the polls remain open for voting at the next an- 
nual District Meeting from five hours to four hours. 


The Moderator then adjourned the business meeting 
‘with the polls remaining open until 10:00 P. M.

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Report of School Nurse 


Vision and Hearing tests have been completed. All 
children found to have defects were retested, then if the 
defect was still present, a notice was sent home to the par- 
ents suggesting further examination by a doctor. 

The Sight Conservation Program from the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare was used to assist some families 
in obtaining glasses for their children who otherwise would 
have to go without. 

A few communicable diseases were reported to the 
school nurse during the year such as measles, german meas- 
les, mumps, glandular fever, impetigo and pediculosis. 

Frequent inspections throughout the year were made 
of each child. The heights and weights were checked then 
recorded to the individual’s health record in May and Oct- 
ober. 

121 children had physical examinations by Dr. Alek- 
sander Ratsep, school physician. Recommendations were 
made to improve any defect found and notices sent to parents. 

On April 12th., the eighth grade girls visited Laconia 
Hospital and the Nurses’ Residence. This trip was made 
to show the girls interested in a nursing career, the daily 
routine of a student nurse and hospital life. This also was 
to help them in choosing the necessary courses when they 
were preparing to enter High School. 

On May 2nd., a Pre-School Registration Day was held 
with 12 children attending. This day gives the child who 
will enter school in September and parent a good opportunity 
to acquaint themselves with the local school activities. The 
_ school nurse checked heights, weights, vision and recorded 
information necessary to start the Health Records. Mrs. 
Madeline Given, Dental Hygienist, from the State Dept. of 
Dental Health was present to talk about the care of teeth. 
Each child was given a toothbrush. Reports have been return- 
ed to school that many children have been to see their dentist. 

Arrangements have been made for a few dental clinics 
to be held at Dr. Broderick’s office in Wolfeboro in the 
spring of 1962. These clinics are to be sponsored by the 
PeTeAr 

The usual first aid, social and welfare work was attend- 
ed to whenever needed. 

Free Vitamin Pills were given all school children re- 
questing them. This Program is sponsored by the Grange, 
Red Cross and P.T.A. 

The Nurse made 47 school visits and 83 home visits.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Moultonboro: 


I respectfully submit my seventh annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff 


With almost the same staff intact for another year it 
was very easy for them to continue the same routine, and 
carry on many of the fine practices that were put in operation 
during the past year. Knowing the pupils is a great advantage, 
especially when it comes to guidance. Teachers that have had 
their experience of the previous year in a school are able to 
make many more contributions to the whole school program. 


Mrs. Marion Lindsey, a graduate of Boston University, 
replaced Mrs. Dorothy MacAllister as Special Help Teacher, 
and is also assisting in the departmental set up in grades 
6, 7 and 8. 


I feel that the staff is to be complimented for the untir- 
ing efforts they have made by attending workshops, confer- 
ences, and participating in extension courses. 


Mrs. Fannie Whitehouse received the Bachelor of Edu- 
cation Degrees at the Plymouth Teachers College commence- 
ment last June. Mrs. Whitehouse completed the fourth jyear 
requirements though extension courses and attendance at 
summer school. 


School Plant 


The following repairs and replacements were completed 
during the past year: Two classrooms and the lunch room 
kitchen were painted, the shades in the gym were replaced 
and the parking lot and playfield were improved. The class- 
rooms were wired for television reception through funds 
made available by the P.T.A. and matching funds under the 
National Defense Education Act. 


The Deputy Fire Marshal made an inspection of the 
building during December and has recommended the installa- 
tion of a horn type fire alarm system in the hallway. This 
item is to be included in the budget. 


Lunch Program 


The school lunch program is operating very successfully 
under the direction of Mrs. Martha Oliver. 
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More stress is placed each year on the educational role 
that the lunch program in the over-all educational develop- 
ment of the child. As we all know, good nutrition is the most 
important contributing factor to good health, and a child 
must be healthy to be successful in his school work. A nutri- 
tious lunch at a reasonable price and eaten in a friendly at- 
mosphere is a very worthwhile experience for a youngster. 


Jets be 


The P.T.A. has been a very active part of the school 
program and there have been many fine programs related to 
activities in the school. 


The installation of the educational television classroom 
hook up was a very worth while project. 


General Information 


The following legislation relating to education was pass- 
ed at the 1961 session of the Legislature: 


1. An Act providing for the appointment of an Interim 
Commission on education to study the organization of school 
districts and the higher educational facilities in the state. 
Said committee is to report at the next session. 


2. An Act relative to the operating expenses of Education 
Television Channel 11. The sum of $25,000 was appropriated 
for each year of the biennium and additional sum not exceed- 
ing $15,000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1962 and a like 
sum for the fiscal year 1963, provided there is raised and ap- 
propriated by school districts in the state sums for the opera- 
ting expenses of said educational television channel on an 
equal matching basis. Each school district is assessed 25 cents 
per pupil. 


3. An Act relative to education for Intellectually Retarded 
Children. Intellectually Retarded Children are children not 
capable of profiting from general educational programs of 
public schools. School districts may establish special classes 
or pay tuition to approved classes. State will pay a portion 
of the cost on basis of one-half state average cost per pupil 
for elementary schools. 


4. An Act relative to liability for education of children in 
foster homes provides that children placed and cared for in 
any home for children shall be entitled to attend the public 
schools in the district in which the home is located. 
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Secondary Education 


The Moultonboro School Board met with the Inter-Lakes 
School Board regarding the annual tuition contract for high 
school pupils as Inter-Lakes High School will be operating 
over capacity if the majority of the present eighth grade of 
twenty pupils enroll. 


The Board also attended a regional high school study 
meeting at Center Ossipee and held a meeting with the Sand- 
wich Board and representatives of Quimby School. 


In view of the fact that Brewster Academy will accom- 
modate only boarding students and Inter-Lakes High operat- 
ing at capacity it seems only appropriate at this time that 
the Moultonboro School District give some consideration to 
the secondary educational facilities to be made available to 
the pupils in the immediate future. 


Conclusion | 


Good schools are the result of a devoted and energetic 
staff of teachers, nurses, lunch program workers, custodian, 
and school bus operators. 


We are indeed very fortunate in having a team that 
works so well in handling the many problems that arise 
throughout the year. The very able leadership of Mr. Roger 
Person, principal, is to be commended. 


At this time I wish to take this opportunity to express my 
appreciation to the various organizations in the community, 
especially the P.T.A., Fire, Police and Highway Departments 
for their continued help and cooperation. 


I also wish to thank the members of the School Board 


for their assistance and sincere devotion to their responsibili- 
ties to the parents, children, citizens and school personnel.

This year a teacher has been added to the staff on a 
part-time basis. Mrs. Marion Lindsey teaches remedial read- 
ing and arithmetic, a sixth grade social studies class and 
eighth grade spelling. The remedial work is done in the out- 
er office, a situation which is not the best for these purposes. 
As Mrs. Lindsey teaches the sixth grade social studies and 
the eighth grade spelling, Mr. Person has a class in seventh 
grade modern mathematics and eighth grade modern mathe- 
matics. This allows for differences in ability in mathematics 
which seems to benefit both groups. 


The branch library is again functioning in its usual bril- 
liant fashion with Mrs. Gustave Behr in charge, and Mrs. 
Ralph Dale and Mrs. G. Stewart Lamprey as assistants. This 
year our school was chosen for the honor of receiving the 
traveling science library from the American Association for 
the advancement of Science. These books have added meas- 
urably to our fund of science and mathematics material. 


The school year has progressed well with our able staff 
of teachers and our educational goals seem to have been fav- 
orably met. A staff which is interested in the town and its 
children is essential to a school which meets its educational 
needs, and our staff is indeed a dedicated one as is evidenced 
by their returning to our school, year after year, even though 
they might advance themselves professionally elsewhere. 


Our school always is one of the neatest and best-looking 
schools our visitors have been in, and most of them tell us 
so. You, the taxpayers, keep the building in good shape with 
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your tax dollars, but it is very evident to all concerned that 
without the dedicated care Mr. M. Roy Foss gives the build- 
ing it certainly wouldn’t look as it does. 


The lunch program is serving our needs nicely under 
the direction of Mrs. Martha Oliver, and the children appre- 
ciate her fine meals. 


Finally, the entire school family welcomes any of you to 
visit us, so that you may see firsthand what we are trying 
to do for your children.
